Following a tip which led police to a 
homeless camp in Miami, two of the 
five escapees from Glades Correctional 
Institution. were surrounded Tuesday 
night about 5 p.m. One was captured 
and the other was killed. 

Police have confirmed that escapee 
Armando Junco, 62, was killed by Mia- 
mi Police Officer Francisco Casanovas 
and escapee Florencio Alvarez, 39, was 
taken into custody. 

Both of the killers were armed when 
confronted by 65 (о 70 law enforcement 
officers on foot and ir helicopters. One 
of the killers shot at police and Officer 
Casanovas returned firefatally wound- 
ing Junco. He was later taken to Jack- 
son Memorial Hospital where he died. 

The five escaped 10 days ago from 
Glades Correctional Institution by dig- 
ging a 35-40-foot long tunnel under the 
prison fence, beginning under the 
prison chapel and eriding on the other 
side of a razor wire fence about 6:15 
p.m. A sixth inmate was caught in the 
first hour.

Every 
yenr the Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission (GFC) 
receives more than 10,000 complaints 
nbout.alligators. 
` “Our policy is to educate people 
about alligators, and replace the 
myth with fact," said Lt Jim 
Huffstodt, GFC’s Everglades public 
information ‘coordinator. “Many peo- 


ple, éspecially newcomers to Florida, 
have an exaggerated idea of how dan- 
'gerous an alligator can be. 

“The facts are that alligators 
rarely attack people,” he said. “On 
average we get 10 to 20 non-fatal 
attacks on people per year. Since the 
GFC began recording attacks in 1948, 
there have been seven confirmed 
fatalities. The odds of people dying by 
bee stings or lightning strikes are 
much higher.” 

The last alligator attack fatality 
was Grace Eberhart, 70 who was 
killed by an alligator on Oct. 3, 1993 
at Lake Serenity, Sumter County. 
The last fatality in SOuth Florida 
occurred on June 19, 1993 when 
Bradley Weiedenhamer, 10, was
